State Department Said to Have 
Translation of Documents 
Mentioned by Russians. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—The alleged secret alliance be- 
tween France and Japan concerning the Russian situation, 


which, if it exists, would subvert the four · power treaty and un-

EXPLICIT DENIAL. 

On the sending of the Wrangel 
troops from Constantinople to 
Viadivostok the French Far East 
expert, M. Kammerer, put in an 
explicit denial. It is stated. how- 
ever, that it is a fact well estab- 
lished by papers published in 
Japan and China and commented 
on freely last October that one 
shiplead of Wrangel’s soldiers did 
arrive in Viadivostok. Recent 
American State Department dis- 
patches state that Wrangel soldiers 
are now operating with the Ruse- 
sian White army against the Chita 
troops. In a letter written by an 
American in Viadivostok, a man 
formerly in the government service, 
dated Oct. 25, 1921, it is mated: 

“In the meatime the remnants 
of the Wrangell army are being 
dumped down here in Viadivostok. 
The new army will be used to con- 
quer Bolshevism, which march is 
to commence from Vladivostok. In 
this matter it appears that Japan 
is not aYogether a willing sup- 
porter, because the policy of Rus- 
sian territorial integrity does not 
meet with Japan's plans.” 


BELIEVED TO BE TRUE. 


In British and Chinese quar‘ers 
today it was the inclination to re- 
gard the Chita documents as 
largely true, although badly trans- 
lated. The Chita delegates stated 
that they made them public after 
they had knocked twice at the door 
of the conference, offering to 
show their proofs. They had been 
turned down by Secretary Hughes 
and had come to the newspapers. 

M. Sarraut, chief of the French 
delegation, wrote a letter to Hughes 
today, caling attention to the pub- 
lication of the Chita papers and 
stating: | 

“It is my duty to inform you 
that the documents are gross fab- 
rications and that since the mo- 
ment when the Allied governments 
carried on a policy of military in- 
tervention in Siberia with the co- 
operation of the United States di- 
rected only against Germany and 
not at all with the aim of in- 
tervention in the internal politics 
of the Russian people, no agree- 
ment has either been concluded or 
negotiated by France with any 
the status 
or destiny of Siberia. 

At this time, when it appears 
to me necessary to expressly deny 
the false news, I consider it my 
duty to point out to you that the 
illegal and malicious action exer- 
cised by representatives of the 
pseudo republic of Chita having 
no mandate and no moral authority

The general explanation of the 
difficulties of the Fort Dearborn 
establishments is that they are at- 
tributable to over-extension of 
loans in several industrial enter- 
prises. The institutions, it is 
said, instead of confining them- 
selves to banking, went into K- 
nancing. 

They spread out into manufac- 
turing, merchandising and real 
estate, and the business depression 
then froze up a large quantity of 
loans. They were no longer 
liquid; then, too, some of them de- 
| preciated in value. 

The Ft. Dearborn National Bank 
has a capital of $6,000,000, a sur- 
plus of $2,000,000, and undivided 
profits of about $1,115,000. The 
losses as they now appear are es- 
timated to be large enough to wipe 
out the surplus and the undivided 
profit and ' impair the capital to 
about $1,000,000—about $7,000,000 
all told. 

In addition, tt is estimated the 
bank has about $15.000,00 of slow 
assets, a considerable portion of 
which are considered as doubtful, 
The loans and deposits approxi- 


mate $51,000,000. 

The Ft. Dea Trust and 
Savings Bank has a capital of 
$500,000, a surplus of $250,000 and 
undivided profits of $262,000. It 
is estimated the losses will more 
than wipe out the capital, the sur- 
ius and the undivided profits. The 
loans are about $5,900,000 and the

When Mr. Tilden 
died in 1915, he owned 7779 shares 
of thie bank stock and various 
amounts in more than ninety other 
corporations. What holdings the 
Tilden Company has in other com- 
panies is not known, but i in- 
creased its shares in the Fort 
Dearborn National to 11,675 shares 
in 18919, and then to 12.000 in 
1920, and last year when the per- 
sonal property tax assessments 
were made, it had 21,709 shares in 
this bank. 

At $190 a share, the price voted 
last week, these holdings of the 
Tilden Company represent a value 
of $4.215.800. This is only two- 
thirds of the bank holdings of the 
Edward Tilden and Company. 

The president af the bank, WII- 
liam A. Tilden. brother of Edward. 
owned $26 shares, and Averill Til- 
den has 502 shares—a total of 
1428 shares. At $190 per share 
that amount represente $271,320, 
Under the will of Edward Tilden 
he formed a trust fund, said to 
have been about $3,000,000 in 
1918, of which Averill Tilden was 
made trustee. That trust was to 
continue until the youngest child. 
Louis Fdward Tilden, becomes 25 
years of age. That child waa 14 
years old in 1915, so the trustee- 
ship continues for four more years. 

A total of 3749 shares of the 
Fort Dearborn National was held 
in the Swift family. At the selling 
price these shares last week 
meant 712,310. Of the Swifts, 
Edward F. was the largest stock- 
holder.in the Fort Dearborn Na- 
tional with 825 Shares He has 
his eggs in a number of baskets, 
owning stock in twenty Cook 
county banks.

PLAN RELIEF 
FOR FARMERS. 
President to Get Behind 
New Measures. 


Realize Agriculture’s Need 
of Relief. 


Growth of Farm Bloc Also 
Cause of Worry. 


(EXCTASIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—The 
full weight of the administration 
from the President down is to be 
thrown behind further legislation 
designed to give relief in the 
agricultural sections when Con- 
gress reconvenes. 

This policy has been decided on 
after several conferences of ad- 
ministration offigials with members 
of Congress. There is a dual 
purpose behind the move. 

In the first place the farming 
sections have recuperated more 
slowly from the period ot depres- 
sion than the remainder of the 
country and it ig frankly recog- 
nized here—except by demagogic 
Senators whose stock in trade is 
agitating for quack remedies—that 
there is no great relief to be af- 
forded the farm situation except 
through natural economic law.

In all six 
separate forms have to be run off 
the press or mimeograph, and in 
some cases several names have to 
be forged to the forms before the 
papers can be presented at the 
warehouses of the city. 


INTERFERE WITH MAIIA. 

The bootleggers

CHINA STOPS 
MONEY PANIC. 


Was Meant to Discredit 
Nation Abroad. 


Goverment ic Scill Weak 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT OF THE TIMER | 

PEKING, Dec, 12.—For once a 
financial panic in China has meant 
less serious consequences than 
similar panics in other cvuntries. 
And yet the creation of the panic 


at the very time the Washington 
Conference was considering the af- 
fairs of China was meant to dis- 
credit China with the eight other 
powers composing the conference. 
Chinas ability to svlidify her - 
nances has been proved. 
Chinas financial troubles first 
appeared in connection with the 
Peking government through failure 
to meet the loans incurred by 
American bankers. This occurred 
before the opening of the Washing- 
ton Conference. The financial 
weakness of the government still 
remains and may again become 
acute. China as a whole has great 
resources, upon which the strong- 
est powers cast covetous eyes, but 
the central government has a cal! 
on fewer resources than ever, and 
the great powers look upon this 
condition with contempt. Some 
way must be provided whereby the 
central government may acquire 
revenue equal to its expenditure, 
distinct from municipal and pro- 
vincial needs over which the cen- 
tral government has less control 
than under the system of monar- 
chies of the past. 


RUN ON TWO BANKS. 

The particular panic to which I 
now refer did not directly arise in 
the governmental finances, but in 
the usual form of a run on two of 
the largest banks. These banks 
are called government banka, 
though properly only semiofficial 
banks, the Bank of China, closely 
connected with the Ministry of 
Finances, and the Bank of Com- 
munications, closely connected 
with the Ministry of Communica- 
tions. The cause of the run on 
these two banks is not known, but 
plainly some unfriendly element 
for creating a lack t confidence 
was at work. In asking an officer 
of the government what was the 
cause, he replied. “There were sev- 
eral causes and this may “be 
taken for granted as a correct an- 
swer. But what were the causes 
and who were the cuilty agents is 
not so clearly known. 

It seems certain that a factional 
spirit among the Chinese, most 
probably of those not in office, first 
set going idle rumors, little real- 


izing the serious consequences to 
their intrigue.

Secret Meeting Christmas

For this res- 
son the War Minister suggested 
that we should open negotiations 
for the purpose of inducing Aus- 
tria to give up her plan, with the 
understanding that we, too, would 
obligate ourselves to refrain from 
either increasing or perfecting our 
artillery. Muraviov asked me to 
give him my opinion on the mat- 
ter. The step. I declared, could 
bring us nothing but harm. It 
would achieve no practical results 
and it would merely reveal our 
financial weakness to the whole 
world. In speaking to the Mini- 
ter I expatiated on the incalcula- 
ble harm which the growing mili- 
tarieam was doing to the peoples 
of the world and on the boon 
which would be conferred on hu- 
manity by limiting the armaments.

UCCKRAKING OUR ANCESTORS. 
David Hirschfield, commissioner of ac- 
counts in New York, has decided to fix up 
the histories of the United States. And he 
seems to be in a state of excitement 
about it. 

What worries Herr Hirschfield is that 
Paul Revere didn’t make enough speed on 
his famous ride; he fs in a state of anxiety 
lest the people in the Boston Tea Party 
weren't true patriots and he is all fussed 
up for fear the battle of Bunker Um wasn't 
fought right. 

And this isn't the worst. Herr Hirschfield 
wants to bet somebody that the Pilgrim 
Fathers weren't as fine a class of people 
as the immigrants who have since landed 
at Bilis Island. 

And that's that. 

We are unable to decide in our own minds 
what Herr Hirschfield proposes to do about 
it if his worst suspicions are confirmed by 
his expedition into the archives at Boston. 

He can't very well dig up poor old Pau! 
and make him do the ride again and do it 
“snappier.” And it would be most incon- 
venient, not to say expensive, to fight the 
battle of Bunker Hil) over again; and who 
is going to furnish the tea to be dumped 
over into the bay that our history be made 
to conform to the Hirsehfield standards?

VICE SQUAD 
ARRESTS AT 
HIGH MARK. 


Total for December ; Gam- 
bling Commonest Offense. 


Capt. Adams of the Central Po- 
lice Station yesterday reported 
that the total number of arrests 
in December for violation of 
gambling and moral laws exceeded 
those any similar period. He 
declared that co-ordination in the 
central police division was respon- 
sible for the showing made, 
amounting to 672 arrests last 
month. 

Two hundred and eight arrests 
for bling were made, leading 
the list. Other classification of the 
arrests show 121 vagrants, 92 vio- 
lators of city Mquor laws, 120 for 
lottery activities and 131 In the 
miscellaneous list. Of these cases, 
191 are pending in courts, 48 were 
diemiesed, 16 went to Federal 
courta and the remaining ones re- 
sulted in convictions. Fires and

FLEETS NOT TO 
BE COMBINED: 


A story published at San Diego 
and purporting to have come offi- 
cially from the naval station there 
to the effect that the Pacific and 
Atlantic Battle Fleets are to be 
combined and that the new dread- 
naught Maryland is to become the 
tactical flagship of the joint feet, 
with headquarters on the Pacific 
Coast, was denied yesterday by 
Rear-Admiral Hutchinson, chief- 
of-staf to Admiral Eberle. 

The Navy Department, he said, 
has issued a booklet showing the 
formation and complement of a 
“United States Fieet” which 
would become an actuality in 
time of emergency. This fleet, he 
said. would he composed of the 
present Atlantic and Pacific battle 
squadrons in time of need. There 
will be no joining of the two fleets 
in time of peace, except for a short 
time in case of possible joint fleet 
maneuvers, however, he said. 


COMING INDEFINITE. 
It was the intention of the de- 
riment, he said, to assign the 
aryland to the Pacific Fleet dur- 
ing the proposed joint maneuvers 
off Panama this winter and spring. 
Since the maneuvers have been 
called off because of lack of funds. 
however, it ise not known when 
the Maryland will be assigned to 
Pacific waters, but Rear-Admiral 
Hutchinson expressed the hope 
that the big ship would be sent to 
the Pacific before the end of the 
coming summer. If she does come 
to the Pacifie it will come as a 
part of the Pacific battle forces, 
and not as a tactical flagship of 
the “United States Fleet.“ as re- 
ported.

Seven of the nine committeemen 
represent Central or Northern Cali- 
fornia interests. Of the two South- 
ern Californians asked to serve, one 
represents an Assembly district in 
Sante Barbara and other an As- 
sembly district in San Bernardino. 

The committee was appointed 


the Stanislaus County Board of 
Trade, following a meeting in Fres- 
no, December 17, at which an at- 
tempt was made to bar all persona 
out of sympathy with the move 
to tamper with present constitu- 
tional methods for electing a State 
Senate on a basis of population.
